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Vigil did say that welfare should be made 
efficient by eliminating a 'bureauracy full of 
red tape.' In its place, government should 
give direct payments to the needy. 

"Let's take an AFDC (Aid to Families 
with Dependent Children) recipient, a fe¬ 
male, head of household. She is receiving 
$240 a month in welfare payments on which 
she must demonstrate receipts. Hell, she 
spends half her time justifying the expend¬ 
iture of a lousy $240 to the welfare depart¬ 
ment. Allow her to choose where to put that 
$240, and if she consumes that totally each 
month in baby food, then so be it!" 

Did you view yourself as a 'minority' run¬ 
ning for office? 

"I view myself as an American, period. 
And I might point out, the 'first American'— 
since part of my blood is Indian. This is my 
country. I know its history and laws, its 
strengths and weaknesses. I ran as an Ameri¬ 
can. I ran my campaign, trying to keep to 
the ideals of what the Constitution is all 
about. At the same time, I didn't go out of 
Mexican. And of that, I'm not ashamed one 
bit. In fact I rather enjoy my mustache. All I 
my way to point out that I happen to be 


asked the voter was to judge me on my 
ability and competence to perform." 

What advice do you have for young 
Mexican-Americans? 

Go to college! "In my graduation class, 
when I received my masters degree, there 
were 300 economists that graduated. I was 
the ONLY Mexican-American. This was in 
1968 in the city of San Francisco, which like 
San Jose, has a very large minority popula¬ 
tion. I feel that this is a pretty sad com¬ 
mentary on our society. Not enough effort 
is being made to attract minorities to col¬ 
lege. 

So my advice to young people is to go to 
college and choose a subject area which has 
applied economic value for them, such as 
accounting, journalism, business, finance, 
law, medicine or chemistry — all the hard 
stuff. We can then penetrate fields that were 
once closed to us just by sheer number."

Interview with 

JUAN VIGIL

"In one sector of the East Side, there's a 
voting population of approximately 20,000 
people. We were able to garnish only 5,400 
votes out of that whole area. That's a pretty 
sad commentary," said Juan Vigil, 35, for¬ 
mer candidate for the 25th Assembly Dis¬ 
trict, who ran and lost the election to six 
year incumbent Assemblyman Alister Mc¬ 
Alister, 46. 

"I made a serious and hard attempt to 
register as many Mexican-Americans and 
minorities as possible. East San Jose has the 
power to elect an assemblyman to the 25th 
if they vote as a block. They have the power, 
but they don't know it," said Vigil. 

Vigil did not ignore the low-income voters, 
and tried to reverse the political trend: "The 
lower the income the lower the voter turn¬ 
out. The higher the income, the higher the 
turnout." 

If he had it to do over again, he would 
"place more emphasis on fund raising and a 
little less emphasis on building a campaign 
organization, and assigning duties. 

With all of the odds stacked against him, 
why did Vigil choose to run for office? 

His political evolution began in Hartnell 
Junior College, Salinas, where he was elected 
student body vice-president. 

"I was involved in student government as 
well as working in local campaigns down 
there, it began to intrigue me." 

He majored in Economics and minored in 
Political Science and received his master's 
degree from San Francisco State. In school 
he understood the meaning of "institutional¬ 
ized racism." Later he was involved in sev¬ 
eral civic groups and realized how the system 
ticked. He favored change. As a rule of 
thumb, "two things motivated the system," 
he gathered, "money and politics." Since he 
was not rich, he chose the only avenue open 
to him, politics. 

As field representative for Leona Ege- 
land, assemblywomen for the 24th district, 
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he learned the workings of state level po¬ 
litics. He sought to use this experience and 
run for state office. 

"I feel that the incumbent is not really do¬ 
ing the job and does not speak for the racial 
or economic minorities. He's associated with 
the power structure. He's rich. He's doing a 
lousy job. He's a patsy for the insurance 
companies — has been and everyone knows 
it. He's a moral reactionary — (highly con¬ 
servative)—to the extent that he allows his 
personal religious viewpoint to completely 
dominate his legislative thinking. 

"It results in a voting pattern which is 
basically very very conservative, very 'anti¬ 
common man.' He basically supports the 
people «in the existing power structure. The 
rich, the large corporations, the way big busi¬ 
ness conducts themselves." 
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EXCELLENT EXAMPLE. "The incumbent 
carried a bill that allowed the secondary 
money market to charge 30 per cent in¬ 
terest a year. So who borrows from the 
secondary money market? People like you 
and I do. We go down and borrow $900 
because we get into a pinch. So, if you 
borrow $900 and you pay it back over three 
years, at 30 per cent rate of interest, you're 
paying back 190 PER CENT of what you 
originally borrowed. "In my opinion, that's 
legalized highway robbery." 

ANOTHER EXAMPLE. "This year, ap¬ 
proximately 64 PER CENT of the state 
budget came from people taxes — personal 
income taxes and sales tax. Yet, combined 
insurance and finance corporations only con¬ 
tributed 11 per cent to the state budget. 
Now, I ask you, is that fair?" 

If Alister McAlister's is conservative, what 
do you consider yourself? "I'm both con¬ 
servative and liberal depending on the is¬ 
sue." "I'm conservative on the fundamentals, 
and liberal when it comes to practical eco¬ 
nomic and political democracy. McAlister is 
conservative no matter what the subject. Mc¬ 
Alister even has the audacity to call him¬ 
self a democrat." 


What is conservative? 

"A conservative is someone who likes the 
status quo, things as they are." 

Doesn't a conservative also want less gov¬ 
ernment? 

"That's the classical—perspective. There's 
nothing wrong with less government. How¬ 
ever in reality, it doesn't work." 

What about less Social Welfare? 

"There are people, contrary to the popu¬ 
lar myth placed in the newspaper, who simply 
cannot earn a livelihood — people that have 
been victims of automobile wrecks and are 
paralyzed. People who have such soaring 
medical bills — uh — there is no way in hell 
they can reasonably be expected to earn a 
livelihood or pay for example, a kidney ma¬ 
chine. Do you know how much it costs to be 
on one of those damn things? A lot." 

"That can happen to anyone of us. What 
about the carpenter who reaches middle-age, 
gets glaucoma and goes blind after having 
been a very strong-dominate type of person 
all his life? What does he do? How does he 
get retrained? How does he earn a liveli¬ 
hood? He's made to go through the de¬ 
grading process of justifying his existence to 
the welfare department I don't think that's

You MUST Register 
to VOTE by 
OCTOBER 4th 

Persons who are not registered have LESS 
THAN A MONTH in which to add their 
names to the rolls in order to be eligible to 
vote in the important presidential election 
his fall, County Registrar, George Mann, 
warned today. 

Registration is easier than evevr before 
under California's self-registration system 
which went into effect this summer. POST¬ 
CARD REGISTRATION FORMS ARE 
AVAILABLE AT ALL FIRE STATIONS, LI¬ 
BRARIES, CITY HALLS. POST OFFICES, 
MOTOR VEHICLE OFFICES, PUBLIC 
HEALTH CLINICS, WELFARE OFFICES 
and POLITICAL PARTY HEADQUARTERS. 
A prospective voter need only obtain a 
blank form, postage prepaid, to the Regis¬ 
trar. 

Mann emphasized that the postcards must 
reach his office by October 4th in order to 
quaify persons to vote in November. Forms 
received after October 4th will not be valid 
for the presidential election, even if they 
have an earlier postmark. 

Any individuals or organizations who are 
interested in distributng registration forms 
to their friends, neighbors, employees or 
customers as a public service are encour¬ 
aged to contact the Registrar's office to 
make the necessary arrangements. 

In addition to the distribution locations 
mentioned above, the League of Women 
Voters, labor unions, candidates' campaign 
committees and a number of other groups 
are active in distributing the postcard forms 
and registering voters. 

California residents who are U.S. citizens 
will be 18 years old by November 2nd and 
are not on parole as the result of a felony 
conviction are eligible to register. Persons 
who have moved since they last registered 
and those who did not vote in the general 
election in November 1974, or in any elec¬ 
tion since then, must reregister in order to 
be entitled to cast a ballot again. „

Planillas 
recibidas después del 4 de Octubre so serán 
válidas para las elecciones presidenciales, 
aunque tengan matasellos con una fecho 
antes del 4 de Octubre. 

Además de los lugares antesdicho, la 
Alianza de Electoras, uniones de trabaja¬ 
dores, comités de campañas de los candi¬ 
datos y un número de otros grupos son ac¬ 
tivos en distribuir las tarjetas, y empadronar 
a los electores. 

Cualquier individuo o organización que 
tenga interes en distribuir las planillas de 
registro a sus amistades, vecinos, empleados, 
o clientes como un servicio público se les 
pide que se pongan en contacto con la Ofi¬ 
cina de Empadronamiento. 

Residentes de California que sean cuida- 
danos de los Estados Unidos y que tengan 
cumplidos 18 años para el día de la elección, 
y no esten bajo libertad vigilada por haber 
cometido un delito mayor, tienen el derecho 
de empadronarse. Personas que se mudaron 
desde su último registro, y esos que no votar¬ 
on en la elección general en Noviembre del 
1974, o en alguna otra elección desde ese 
entonces tienen que registrarse de nuevo, 
para poder votar otra vez.

More Chícanos Needed 
In Technical Fields 


Most Chicano college graduates have ma¬ 
jored in the social sciences, literature, ro¬ 
mance languages, and education. These dis¬ 
ciplines have led Chícanos to jobs that are 
the first to be eliminated in an economic 
crisis. 

Many of these Chícanos entering govern¬ 
ment work have found themselves in posi¬ 
tions that have little influence over the de¬ 
livery of the basic services required by the 
general population. 

We need more Chícanos in fields such as 
engineers, law, medicine, health, accounting, 
and business administration. Whether they 
decide to enter the public or private sector, 
these fields can provide a strong base for 
the economic and social power the ethnic 
group needs. 

A local group called STEP has a program 
designed to encourage minority young peo¬ 
ple to seek technical and engineering ca¬ 
reers. The program, under the sponsorship of 
the Elfun Society, demonstrates the chal¬ 
lenges and rewards of engineering and tech¬ 
nical careers through engineering clubs in 
several minority high schools, through a care¬ 
fully planned series of monthly programs. 

"We're very enthusiastic about the suc¬ 
cess we have had so far," says STEP Pro¬ 
gram Chairman Richard Chavez and Elfun 
chapter Chairman James W. Ward. 

"Not only because of the youngsters that 
we have been able to reach so far, but be¬ 
cause of the influence they can have on their 
younger brothers and sisters — upon the 
young people in the minority communities 
who are just entering high school. 

That is the time that these young people 
must really be reached — when they are 
just entering high school and there is still 
time to select the courses they would need 
for college entrance in engineering and sci¬ 


ence schools." 

"Wo knew we'd need a peer model — a 
role model — if we were going to have a 
successful, ongoing program. One of the 
great problems in working with youngsters 
in deprived neighborhoods is that they usual¬ 
ly do not have anyone older with whom they 
can career identify." 

"Most of the family heads have not even 
gone as far in school as the students we are 
trying to reach. The parents often can't 
identify with the children because their 
world is so different from the one the par¬ 
ents have known." 

"The students often can't identify with 
their parents, either. They know that their 
parents' world is different from theirs. Many 
of them want to change, but they don't 
quite know how. They need an identity fig¬ 
ure. 

As far as professionals go, there are very 
few of them in the minority communities to 
serve as models. Furthermore, if there is one 
to whom young people want to relate, they 
find that it's often difficult or impossible to 
do because they haven't had the right 
courses in high school to get them into col¬ 
lege. 

We certainly can't expect, or wouldn't 
want, colleges to change their entrance stan¬ 
dards to accommodate young people who 
are interested in college but don't have the 
proper credits for entrance. 

Therefore, we knew that a successful pro¬ 
gram would have to be built around activ¬ 
ities that would not only identify and en¬ 
courage youngsters who had definite po¬ 
tential for technical careers, but that would 
bring them into close contact with a technical 
environment and those working in it." 

Another counselor summarized the pro¬ 
gram very well in his comments: 

"To motivate the students toward a tech¬ 
nical career we have formed an engineering 
clubs on the high school campus in coopera¬ 
tion with the nearby General Electric Com- 
pany. 

“Through counselors and science teach¬ 
ers we seek out minority students with the 
ability and inclination towards technical 
work, but perhaps lacking motivation and 
ask them to join the club." 

"The club has a monthly activity designed 
to acquaint the students with technical ca¬ 
reers by taking them into the industrial 
sphere to meet with technical people and 
to see what kind of work technical people 
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do. In addition, we have social activities and 
are developing a scholarship program that 
adds an attractive zest to the program." 

"This program is particularly useful and 
desirable in schools with a high proportion 
of minority students."

Biomedical Study Program 
Offered For Minorities

Minority Biomedical Support program is one 
of 83 such projects established during the 
last five years on campuses across the coun- 
try. 

"This is a relatively modest program," 
says MBS director Victor Rocha, an assist¬ 
ant professor of biology at UCSC, "in which 
we want to work with only a small number 
of students. 

"We in no way expect to create 
miracles," he says, "taking unqualified, un¬ 
interested students and making doctors out 
of them. What we hope to do is seek out 
those potentially good sudents, those who 
are struggling and need support, and work 
with them on an almost one-to-one basis." 

The MBS program provides a yearly stip¬ 
end of from $2,400 to $3,900 for each stu¬ 
dent, plus $250 toward educational fees, and 
travel expenses to a national science confer¬ 
ence. 


In an effort to increase the number of 
minorities in the health sciences field, 20 
minority students at the University of Cali¬ 
fornia, Santa Cruz campus are being given 
an opportunity to work side by side with sci¬ 
ence professors. Funded by $139,545 from 
the National Institute of Health, the UCSC 


Academically, the students are given 
close guidance and counseling by the faculty 
members involved with the program—all stu¬ 
dents themselves working on projects that 
can include MBS students as research assist¬ 
ants. 

The usual pattern is two undergraduates

and a graduate student working with each 
professor in his or her research project. 

In addition, students just coming into the 
program are given an intensive summer ses¬ 
sion introduction to research lab work. 

"Hands on" assignments are the rule, 
with the students taught how to do skin 
grafts with, mice, extract cells for genetic 
studies, compare proteins in stained jells, and 
to acquire other ^research skills and techni¬ 
ques. 

"It gives them a sense of the disciplines 
and the pace of lab work," says Rocha, "and 
prepares them to work as competent assist¬ 
ants to our faculty during the regular school 
year." 

The laboraory work is designed to comple¬ 
ment classroom study as well as the work¬ 
shops and seminars that are part of the 
regular school year. 

Faculty members in the program are con¬ 
sidered "sponsors" of the MBS teams. Some 
of the grant money goes to cover faculty 
time in the summer and to purchase extra 
laboratory equipment needed for the stu¬ 
dents. 

"The main goal," says Rocha, "is to pro¬ 
vide a larger pool of qualified minority stu¬ 


dents with the experience, knowledge and 
motivation to pursue academic and profes¬ 
sional advanced degrees. 

"Basically, we want to help get minority 
students into careers that they haven't as¬ 
pired to before, quite frankly because they 
haven't had the money to pay the bills while 
they are in school attempting to get the 
good grades necessary for graduate school." 

Rocha says a number of studies have 
shown that financial concerns have been one 
of the main distractions to minority students.

plying both to UCSC and the MBS program. 
As an example of the difference the pro¬ 
gram can make, Rocha tells about an MBS 
woman who was selected for the program 
when it began at USCS last year. 

Joanne Lopez, a biology major, was 
struggling through college without too many 
prospects of going on to graduate work. 
Now, a year and half later, she has quit a 
work-study job washing lab equipment, con¬ 
centrated full-time on her studies, and has 
been able to earn a five-year Ford Fellow¬ 
ship for graduate school at Michigan State 
University. 

The other students graduating out of the 
first year's program also did well, reports 
Rocha. Ramon Resa has been accepted at 
the U.C. Irvine School of Medicine; Gregory 
Reyes has a fellowship to John Hopkins; 
Jayum Starks will do graduate medical work 
at U.C. Davis, and Adolph Nava will stay 
on at USCS as a graduate student in biology 
and a member of the MBS program. 

Rocha thinks it is important to have indi¬ 
viduals with minority backgrounds and ex¬ 
periences in positions of influence in the 
society "so that the health and well being of 
minority groups will be looked after. 

"It hasn't seemed to have worked very 
well in their absence," he says, pointing to 
recent testimony by Dr. Robert Montoya of 
Los Angeles before a governmental commit¬ 
tee: Presently, there are approximately 400 
Chicano physicians in the U.S. and 7,000 
black physicians, representing, respectively 
0.1 per cent and 2 per cent of the nation's 
doctors. That compares with Chícanos be¬ 
ing about 5 per cent of the U.S. population 
and blacks about 13 per cent. 

Only those minorities which are under¬ 
represented in the medical field nationally 
(blacks, Spanish-speaking, native Americans) 
are considered as eligible for the program. 

Along with UCSC, there are three other 
MBS programs on the West Coast. They are 
at the Charles R. Drew Postgraduate Medi¬ 
cal School in Los Angeles, California State 
University in Los Angeles, and U.C., San 
Diego.

dólares anualmente, no se puede basar la 
economía mexicana en los beneficios que 

E ueda acarrear el turismo. Son muchos más 
a millones de dólares que entran de Méx¬ 
ico a los Estados Unidos por compras de 
poderes se ha hecho en forma pacífica, su 
mercancías que mantienen su precio en 
dólares. 

La solidez de la moneda de un país, quiere 
decir que hay seguridad en las inversiones 
y que no enfrenta problemas financieros, su 
economía se refleja en la estabilidad de su 


moneda y la armonía entre gobierno y 
erradicado. 

México es uno de los países mas avanza¬ 
dos en la América; a fines del siglo pasado 
fue el primer productor del mundo con sus 
minas de plata, en la segunda y tercera dé¬ 
cada de este siglo fue el primer productor 
de petróleo en el mundo, en la actualidad ha 
logrado un avance de gran magnitud en las 
ramas de industria y agricultura, en el 
comercio se ha colocado en lugar prominen¬ 
te entre las naciones que no figuran en la 
lista de las super desarrolladas. 

Por más de cuarenta años, el cambio de 
poderes se ha decho en forma pacífica, su 
población ha aumentado de veinte a cin¬ 
cuenta millones de habitantes en los últimos 
treinta años y el analfabetismo casi se ha 
erradicado!

National Congress of 
Hispanic American Citzens 
(El Congreso)

Does a little-known lobbying group called 
the National Congress of Hispanic American 
Ciizens (El Congreso) have a chance to 
attract the attention of high-ranking po¬ 
liticians in Washington, D.C., when pitted 
against giant corporate influence machines? 

Manuel Fierro thinks so, and he has the 
facts to prove it. 

Fierro, president of El Congreso, the only 
national Spanish-speaking citizen's lobby, 
was in San Jose recently to rally support for 
the five-yearold organization. 

Speaking at a luncheon at La Fonda 
restaurant, the dapper, mustachioed Fierro 
emphasized that Hispanic people are finally 
taking advantage of a lobbying system in¬ 
grained in the halls of Congress. 

"We've learned the ballgame of lobbying 
and are using it to further improve the life 
of all Spanish-speaking citizens," Fierro said 
of his group, which acts as an umbrella or¬ 
ganization for Hispanic people, from Mexi- 
can-Americans to Cubans and Puerto Ricans 
to South Americans. 

Fierro and his staff of four have been the 
major impetus behind the introduction of 33 
bills in Congress over the last three years.

"Of the 33, 20 were passed and signed 
into law," he said, f 

Two of the most well-known were the 
Equal Voting Rights Act and another pro¬ 
viding millions of dollars in federal money for 
bilingual education. 

Fierro said that when El Congreso was 
formed, senators and congressmen were 
"shocked" to find out that a group was or¬ 
ganized to keep in daily contact with legisla¬ 
tion affecting Spanish-speaking Americans. 

"One senator at the time told me, 'The 
only time I get a chance to talk with Mexi¬ 
cans is when I am invited to speak at a ban¬ 
quet,' " said Fierro about the low profile of 
the Latino in the nation's capital. 


"It was apparent a major effort was 
needed to work with Congress on a day-to- 
day basis," he said. 

El Congreso, said Fierro, "is 95 per cent 
funded" by donations and is governed by a 
26-member board of tantees consisting of 
Latinos from throughoi the country. 

Fierro explained that El Congreso has 
testified at more than 100 congressional 
committee hearings and provided data for 
federal legislators of both Democratic and 
Republican persuasion. 

"We work on both sides of the aisle. We 
may have some disagreements with someone 
but we still work with them," he stated. 

In addition, El Congreso, which had a $134 
treasury when Fierro took over three years 
ago, has close ties with business and union 
lobbyists. 

He decried the fact that El Congreso is 
not only the lone Latino lobby in Washing¬ 
ton, D.C., but in all the state legislatures as 
well. 

"The Spanish-speaking community has al¬ 
ways been a reactive community — a group 
that reacts after the laws have been passed 
when it's too late," remarked Fierro. "We 
are not using the system that is available 
to US. 

He said federal legislators have been 
more receptive in listening and then taking 
action for El Congreso. 

"I've been through the stage of having 
to throw rocks through windows . . . being 
hell out on the street," he explained. "We 
have to change those tactics — we have to 
become professionals because we're dealing 
with professionals." 

Fierro said an example of professional 
tactics was when El Congreso found out 
that NASA's space shuttle program, under 
the direction of Rockwell International, Inc., 
was being built without help from Mexican- 
American contractors. 

After attending a meeting with four sen- 
aors and top-ranking Rockwell and NASA 
officials, said Fierro, El Congreso was able 
to get $7 million worth of contracts. 

"We have to be pragmatic and not be 
the moral conscience of the country," he 
said. "We're out to benefit the Latino com¬ 
munity whether they be businessmen or 
families." 
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Last month, several persons had the honor 
of meeting Manny Fierro, president of El 
Congreso, National Congress of Hispanic 
American Citizens. Fierro was honored in 
recognition of El Congreso's efforts to lobby 
legislative bills through Congress for the 
purpose of better meeting the needs of 
Mexican Americans, Cubans, Puerto Ricans 
and all other Latin Americans in the United 
States. 

El Congreso is the only national Spanish¬ 
speaking citizen's lobby based in Washing¬ 
ton, D.C. El Congreso has been instru¬ 
mental in lobbying for the passage and sig¬ 
nature of 22 legislative bills in Congress and 
has testified at more than 100 congressional 
committee hearings, and provided data for 
federal legislators of both Democratic and 
Republican persuasion. 

Ms. Irma Rivera, hostess and animator, co¬ 
ordinated El Congreso Benefit Fundraiser 
luncheon at La Fonda Restaurant and a 
dance at the San Jose Women's Club. 

In order for El Congreso to have lobby¬ 
ing power in the halls of Congress, they have 



to depend on contributions from organiza¬ 
tions, groups, and individuals for funding.
